Mrs. Bontera- 
po’s daughter, who is suffering 
from Multiple Sclerosis, and a 
patient at Springfield Hospital. 

Many people ask, “What is 
Multiple Sclerosis”| The answer, 
is: it is a chronic crippling dis¬ 
ease of the central nervous sys¬ 
tem. It is considered by many 
medical experts as “the foremost 
neurological problem of. our 
time.” The cause of this dread 
disease is unknown. Symptoms 
are blurred vision, tremors, in¬ 
coordination, staggering or stum¬ 
bling gait, speech difficulties, 
numbness, extereme weakness 
and fatigue, partial or complete 
paralysis. 

One of the tragedies of MS is 
that it strikes mainly at those 
in the prime of life, young adults 
in the 20 to 40 age group. MS pa¬ 
tients themselves are not the 
only victims of the disease. Be¬ 
cause MS usually strikes at 
young adults and because MS 
stays and is progressive, its im¬ 
pact is felt for many years and 
by many people—the family as

other means, the Social Security 
Administration has had contact 
with 16 of the 19.1 million citi¬ 
zens who will be 65 or over on 
July 1. Of the 16 million who 
replied, less than one million said 
they did not want to sign up for 
the supplemental program. 

The supplemental program 
costs $3 a month and provides 
doctor bill and other benefits. 
Everyone 65 and over is eligible 
for the basic hospital benefits un¬ 
der Medicare.

TANGLING WITH TROUT

Q. My aunt is 78 and has never 
worked under social security. Is 
there any way she can get cov¬ 
erage under Medicare? 

..A. Yes. With few exceptions, 
everyone who will reach age 65 
before 1968 will be covered by the 
Medicare law. Since your aunt is 
not receiving social security bene¬ 
fits, however, she needs to apply 
to have the protection. Have her 
write or call the nearest social 
security office for further infor¬ 
mation. 

Q. My insurance agent tells me 
that I shouldn’t drop my health 
insurance policy because of the 
new Medicare law. Is he right? 

A. Yes. No one should drop his 
health insurance policy. This is 
because coverage under Medicare 
is not effective until July 1, 1966. 

Q. I’m getting social security 
benefits because I’m disabled. I’m 
52 and my drug bills are about 
540 a month. Can I get help under 
Medicare? 

A. No. Medicare is available 
only to those persons 65 years 
old oi* older
